A meeting of tbe board of educa- 
tion at which all members were pres- 
ent was held In the superintendent's 
office of the Cbestnutstreet building 
Tuesday evening. 
Tbe minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and approved, and 
President Frew announced that the 
meeting was for the purpose of taking 
action on the result of tbe special 
election. Be asked Mr. Glenn to ex- 
plain what further steps were neces- 
sary. Mr Glenn asked when the first 
bond should fall due. Mr. Hutchin- 
son said he thought it ought not to 
fall due until the last of the old bonds 
had 
been 
paid. 
It 
will 
be 


due 
Jan. 1, 1903. Mr. Glenn then 
wanted to know if it would be advisa- 
ble to lit tbe first bond go until 
then. 


'-I think so," said Mr. Cassingbam. 
"We wont nave to make a levy un- 
til then?" asked Mr. Glenn. 


-'Only enough to pay the interest." 
answered Mr. Hutchinson. 


Inquiry was here mc-le as to tbe 
result of tbe election and whether the 
clerk bad placed tbe result on toe 
record. 
It was found he had not 
but Clerk Burns had the report writ- 
ten on a separate sheet of paper and 
this was read. Mr. Glenn then won- 
dered if the board could approve tbe 
report and not being satisfied be 
spent considerable time looking at 
the law. Mr. flutchinson came to 
bis assistance and found the section. 
It requires that the minutes of each 
meeting be read and approved at the 
next meeting. There having been no 
meeting since tbe (election it was de- 
cided that tbe report would be enter- 
ed on tbe minutes of the meeting now 
in progress to be read and approved at 
the next meeting. 
After tbe question of the report had 


been decided Mr. Glenn moved the 
rules and order of business be set 
aside and tbe 
matter of the ad- 
vertisement 
and sale of 
bonds 
be 
taken 
up. 
This 
carried 


and 
a 
long 
silence 
followed. 


Mr. Uutchinson broke the silence 
by making a motion that the clerk be 
instructed to advertise for tbe sale of 
$20.000 in bonds of the denomination 
of $1,000. bearing tour per cent and 
payable semi-annually, tbe first bond 
to be paid March 1,1904 and tne oth- 
ers to follow, one falling due every 
six months. This was seconded by 
Mr. Oassingham. 


Mr. Glenn moved the motion be 
amended by substituting 228.000 in- 
stead of 320,000. It was promptly sec- 
onded by Mr. Agnew. Mr. Glenn ex- 
plained that be thought the board 
ought to :*sue the $23,000 of bonds be- 
cause they had indicated to the peo- 
ple that they would do this and use 
the money to build a new building and 
make the repairs on the Sycamore 
and Walnut street buildings. 
Mr. Hutchinson said it was not his 


purpose to oppose the improvements 
at the two old buildings but he 
thought it was top late to bcgU the 
improvements this year and did noc 
want to issue more bonds than was 
absolutely necessary as a awsd many 
people told him they were >-p?o>td 10 _ 
such a large bond issue. Besides, be i 
said,he thought by waiting a year the j 
contemplated 
changes in the two 


buildings might be done without any 
further bond issue. 
' 
Mr. Glenn said he was in favor of is- 


suing only the amount of bonds need- 
ed, after it had been explained to him 
that the difference between the actu- 
al bond issue and the authorized 
amount could be issued if it were nec- 
essary to make the 
contemplat- 
ed improvements. He then said that 
with the consent of his second he 
would change bis amendment from 
r2S,000 
to 
125,000. 
Mr. 
Aenew 
agreed 
and the vote being called 
Mr. Cassingbam and Mr. Hutchinsoc 
voted no. Tbe other members voted 
aye-President Frew called for tbe vote 
on the motion as amended. 
The re- 
sult of tbe vote was tbe same as f»r 
the amendment. Toe board then ad- 
journed.

The Dennison P<tr<njraph of Tues- 
day evening takes this rosy view of an 
old project: 
'The backers of the proposed elec- 
tric railway between UhnchsviJle and 
Xewcomerstown are endeavoring to 
secure private right of way on the 
proposed • route. Sentiment in the 
farming districts through which the 
road is to pass has changed materially 
in the past two years, and the favor- 
able answers have been received from 
all along the line. Part of the right 
of way has been secured on paper and 
the majority of the remainder has 
been promised. Tbe only difficulty 
experienced is to pet right of way 
throcgh property of heirs, who are 
widely scattered. 
•'The outlook at present is very en- 
couraging for connection with New- 
comerstown by way of Gnadenhutten 
and Port Washington.

A LIST OF ALLEGED CIUELTIES

Tbe list of divorce petitions contin- 
ues to grow hi probate court. Another 
petition was filed Tuesday afternoon. 
Mrs. Kate McDonald objects to the 
treatment accorded her by her hus- 
band, Charles McDonald, and has filed 
long petition enumerating 
the 


wrongs be is alleged to have done her. 
She charges her husband with habitu- 
al drunkenness and extreme cruelty. 
The petition says that for more 
than three years the defendant hah 
been guilty of extreme cruelty in that 
he curses, abuses and threatens ber 
with violence. Once during tbe fall 
of 1900, she says, befstruck her with 
his fist hard enough to knock ber 
down, and ber daughter Mary who 
was standing near was also knocked 
down by reason of the plaintiff falling 
against her. 


Mrs. McDonal says that when her 
husband was under the influence of 
intoxicants he would swearat ber and 
abuse her "scandalously." He would 
als* abuse the children, she says, and 
order her.to drive them away from 
home and then abuse her because she 
did not do so. 
It is claimed Mr. McDonald is able- 


bodied and could do work and support 
his family but be has utterly failed to 
do so, competing bis family to live by 
their own exertions. Remonstrance 
was often made,says tbe plaintiff, but 
to no avail and the abusive and neg- 
lectful conduct was continued. 
Monday, July S, the plaintiff says, 
she was compelled to leave home and 
take her children with her and she 
and 
one child are living at ;the 
home of her brother while tbe othtr 
two children are staying wherever 
they can find a place. 
It is stated the defendent is owner 


of tbe undivided one-third of lots 75 
and 76 in Cosbocton, except a strip 22 
feet wide through lot 75 which is 
owned by S. W. Snyder, the estate 
being subject to the life dower of his 
mother. 
Divorce, alimony and a temporary 
njunction restraining the defend- 
ant from disposing of his property,are 
asked. The temporary injunction has 
seen allowed. The parties reside on 
South Third street.

" Ministers at Peking Unable to l£r.d 


international Deadlock. 


Peking. July 17.—Prospect of bring- 


ing negotiations by the ministers of 
the powers to a close continues to 
crow darker, aad the deadlock that 
has been on for a month Is as firm 
as ever. 
The ministers regard newspaper 


accusations of procrastination 
on 


their part am exceedingly unjust. They 
•ay the governments, and not the min- 
isters, are responsible for deadlocn- 


It was at the meeting of July 11 


that the ministers reached something 
In the nature of an agreement as to 
the indemnity. Almost 
immediately 


a radical difference 
developed be- 


tween Great Britain and Russia as to 
the details of the plan, of payment. All 
the ministers "were ia accord with tae 
scheme early in June, subject to the 
approval of their governments, but 
Great Britain disapproved the ar- 
rangement on the ground that it did 
not adequately protect her commer- 
cial interests. The neutral ministers 
assert that either Great Britain or Rus- 
sia aiust make material concessions 
before a conclusion is possible. 


U Hung Chang keeps sending stren- 


uous requests to the ministers of the 
powers to present a complete plan. 
H« represents that China is -willing 
to accept any reasonable terms and Is 
chiefly anxious to know definitely 
what the powers require, so that aae 
may begin compliance with the terms. 


Cincinnati Man Arrested- 


Chicago, July IT.—Lonis Kotte, son 


of the late George Kotte, the wealthy 
Cincinnai brewer, 15 under arrest here 
charged with the embezzlement of 
$20,000 from the estate of his father. 
Kote, who is 24 years old, was arrest- 
ed by detectives at his boarding house, 
14S Dearborn avenue. Kotte at first 
refused to discuss the case, but after- 
ward stated that he had used the 
money playing the races In Cincinnati, 
and that he would be able to settle 
the matter If given an opportunity by 
his brothers and sisters, who caused 
his arrest. Kotte was made an admin- 
istrator of his father's estate and for 
a time managed it welL He finally 
fell into the company o£ a number of 
Toung men who were playing the 
races, and it is said became a race- 
track follower. 


Case Without a Precedent. 


Decatur, Ills., July IT.—The city of 


Decatur compromised the ?15,000 suit 
of Mrs. Anna Hatfield for $7,500, mak- 
ing about $14.000 that will be paid be- 
cause a number of boys had a private 
telegraph line across a street. Mrs. 
Hatfield's son was maimed for life 
and James Lee's son was killed while 
playing in Lee's yard. A storm broke 
the wire and *t fell partly in the yard 
and on a trolley wire. The courts 
held that the city allowed the wire, a 
dangerous element, to remain in the 
streets, and was liable. The cases 
were of importance as b°ing without 
precedent.

cured 23 prisoners aad a truck Jull of 
paraphernalia. Oae of the places is 
said to have catered to a select set of 
people exclusively and to have been 
sate from interference for years.

A fight was 
made to keep out the raiders but the 
resistance was soon o.-erccme.

until the Rothschilds informed M.

The fact that the Na- 
tional tube mill men (nonunion) re- 
ceived a substantial advance in wages 
caused discontent among the union 
men employed by the National Tube 
company at the Second avenue plant 
and at tbe Republic mill on the South 
Side. The men here think they are 
entitled to a similar increase. To con- 
sider the matter meetings were held 
en the South Side and it is said a de- 
mand will be made.

The steel engraved plate from which 


•as bven printed every commission to na- 
val oiacvrs lor the last DO or 00 years 
us i«*?n its last service, having become 
wo much worn for further use, and will 
now be !aid away with the sacred relics 
of the navy department. It has been no- 
ticed for s«me time that the commissions 
printed from this plate were becoming 
less clear cut, and wbea Captain Sigsbee 
received his last commission his comment 
on the subject to Secretary Long induced 
that o5cial to take up again, the matter 
for consideration. 
After 
lengthy discussion Secretary 


I/>ns sent for the oSclals of the bureau 
of engraving and instructed them to take 
a copy of the old plate as neeriy as the 
rales of that bureau in reference to coun- 
terfeiting would permit. The engravers 
wished 10 change the plate by putiiuz 
new and improved guns in place of the 
old '"Long Tom" ia vogue in 183(^40, and 
the new warships for the old sailing ves- 
sels, but to this neither Secietary Long 
nor his assistants would agree. They 
wished to preserve the style of engraving 
of the period in which, it was made and 
retain all the old earmarks of that date- 
As the matter now stands the new plate 


wKI be an exact j^productipjajsave for 
some slight changes of shading and so on. 


The old plate was made by the Ameri- 


can Bank Xote company in Xew York 13 
1S30 or 1S40 aad is considered one of the 
finest and most artistic pieces of engraf- 
inz belonging to the government. Hav- 
ing: seen service for the heroes of both tbe 
civil and Spanish-American wars, as well 
as other men of long and faithful service, 
it is regarded with reverence by the navy 
department. 


The eajrle at the top of the commission 


has a lean and hungry look and not the 
appearance of being n near relative even 
of the well fed, pompous looking bird that 
adonis the bank notes and government 
documents of today. The flags, guns, 
boats and other naval equipments are all 
typical of the period of the navy 60 years 
ago. while the figures of Xeptune and 
Nereid plowing the waves with their star 
horse?, beautifully conceived and execrat- 
ed, make it one of the most elaborate and 
iinpo'sinc documents of the government-— 
Washington Star.
